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1. It is noted that the present specification cites a 
provisional application 60/247,265 having a filing date of 
October 16, 2000, which is not consistent with PTO record that 
shows a filing date of November 10, 2000. Applicant is requested 
to correct this discrepancy. 

Art Rejections: 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in 
this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 
therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Zou et al, U.S. pat. No. 6,625,640. 

Per claim 1, Zou discloses a modem for communicating with 



an Internet server by an Internet client comprising: 
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a) a command processor (128, fig. 1) that accepts a command line 
interface (131, 132) ( see col 4, line 56 - col 5, line 19 ) ; 

b) a TCP/IP stack (122) that can be opened and closed, send and 
receive data ( col 3, lines 20-45 ) ; 

c) a network socket (12 7) that can be attached to an open socket 
of said TCP/IP stack ( col 4, lines 24-46 ) ; and 

d) a plurality of Internet specific configuration elements (125, 
fig. 1) to configure said command line interface; wherein said 
modem communicates with said Internet client through a serial 
port (132) and said Internet device communicates with said 
Internet server over any of a phone system, wireless/cell/ 
mobile phone, data network, or local area network ( see col 3, 
lines 46-67 ) . 

Zou does not explicitly teach performing data streaming 
through the network socket. An official notice is taken that the 
use of data streaming for delivery multimedia data to a network 
client is well known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize Zou's modem to 
perform any conventional data communications including data 
streaming because it would have enabled delivering different 
types of data between the network server and network client. 
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Per claims 2-3 and 5-6, it is noted that Zou' s modem is 



capable of accepting conventional modem AT commands and other 
communication protocol commands for transmitting data between 
network server and client (see col 3, lines 20-45) . 



Allowable Subject Matter: 

5. Claim 4 and 7-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 



6. Claims 9-19 are allowed over prior art of record.
